CUTS FIGURE EIGHT 


After Two False Starts, Machine 
Soars Handily 1.24 Miles 
Just at Dusk.

RIVAL AERONAUTS ADMIRE 


Dayton Man Spent Afternoon and 
Morning Driving Away Army 
of Pho.ographers. 


LE MANS, Aug. 10.—After two false 
starts, Wilbur Wright, the Dayton (Ohio) 
aeroplanist, made a successful ascension 
here shortly before 8 o'clock this evening. 
The machine flew about two kilometers 
41,24 miles) in one minute and forty-three 
seconds, official time. Owing to the late- 
ness of the hou: Mr. Wright decided not 
fto try a longer run. ine flight was viewed 
by several thousand people. 

The evolutions of to-day were carried 
out with the same ease and mastery as 
those of Saturday. Mr. Wright caused the 
ynachine to swerve out of a direct line of 
flight and to describe two loops, like a 
great figure eight. 

The first false start was due to the 

lumsiness of an assistant who held on 
fto the aeroplane too long, thereby causing 
ts right wing to touch the ground and 

iving the machine such an unmanageable 

ilt to starboard that Mr. Wright made a 
Manding after traversing only fifty feet. 

On the second trial Mr. Wright got away 
frell and the machine rose to a height of 
thirty feet. It had traversed 600 feet, 
‘when, suddenly, it came too near the 
‘branches of some trees. The motor did 
mot work properly and Mr. Wright de- 
#cended in good style. 

Undismayed by these two fallures, just 
fat dusk he again ascended, and this time 
sailed up and down the field at varying 
heights, finally landing directly in front 
wf the grand stand to the accompaniment 
‘of a burst of applause. 

M. De la Grange, the well known aero- 
Maut, who was the first person to seize 
Mr. Wright's hand after the exhibition, 
paid Mr. Wright was a marvel. He did 
mot consider that to-day’s mishaps de- 
moted doubtful control of the aeroplane. 

Leon Bollée, another expert, was of the 
@pinion that the Wright machine showed 
the greatest perfection of any he had 
seen. “ Wright's only mistake,” added 
‘M. Bollée, “ lies in his trying to make all 
the parts of the machine himself, for, with 
the aid of experts in their manufacture he 
svould undoubtedly have a finer and better 
*‘whole.”’ 

It is probable that the aviator will again 
make demonstrations to-morrow. 

Mr. Wright spent. the morning and af- 
ternoon testing his aeroplane and trying 
to ward off the active army of photog- 
raphers who were clamoring to take a 
picture of himself and his aeroplane, the 
rights for which have already been con- 
tracted for. 

An interesting incident occurred when 
@ French Army Captain snapped the ma- 
chine, Mr. Wright insisted that the plates 
be handed over to him or destroyed. 


NO FLIGHT BY BALDWIN. 


Engine Not Ready—Says He Can 
Make 22 Miles an Hour.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The official 
speed and endurance test of the Baldwin 
airship was not attempted at Fort Myer 
to-day. Engineer Glenn H. Curtiss left 
on Saturday for Hammondsport, N. Y., to 
prepare new carburetors for his engine, 
the ones that have been used jn the pre- 
liminary flights not working properly. A 
telegram was received from him that he 
‘would be unable to leave Hammondsport 
until to-day. 

Capt. Baldwin has been aroused by the 
intimations that his airship cannot hope to 
meet the speed requirements of the Gov- 
ernment, Its past performances have indi- 
cated this, the flight made on Friday 
averaging only thirteen miles an hour. 

“It has at no time occurred to me that 
I would not fulfill the speed requirements. 
I am satisfied that we shall make twenty- 
two miles an hour in the official trial,” he 
said to-day. 

*“‘JIn our test of the motor and propeller 
at Hammondsport we found that we had 
@ maximum pulling power of 280 pounds. 
The shape of my gas envelope reduces the 
resistance to a minimum; in fact, what- 


ever head resistance there is is compen- 
gated for by the tapering of the bag to- 
ward the rear end.”’

MacMechen, the sole survivor of the 8t. 
Louis syndicate that induced Farman to 


come to this country, was asked about 
them, he replied in each case: 

“Oh, that’s ail right. All they have 
to do is to put up the money.” 

The money, except in stage business, 
had not been put up last night. 

Mrs. Farman talked with reporters 
early in the evening in the absence of 
her husband. 

“Yes,” said she, “I have seen the 
statement in the afternoon papers that 
when I and my husband visited Mr. Edi- 
son out in the Oranges this afternoon 
the Wizard sat down at his desk and 
drew offhand plans of an airship. It is 
quite true that Mr. Edison drew plans of 
an airship and even signed them with 
his name.

Mrs. William M. Habirshaw Visits 
Husband, Who Is Dying.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Dr. Will- 
fam M. Habirshaw of 341 Madison Ave- 
nue, New York, famous for his work as 
an analytical chemist, ana owner of the 

Habirshaw Wire Company of Yonkers, is 


hopelessly ill at his Summer residence 
here, 117 Union Avenue. 

Dr. Habirshaw and his wife had been 
estranged for nearly twenty-five years, 
but upon the news of his desperate ill- 
ness Mrs. Habirshaw came to Saratoga 
te join him. He is unconscious and does 
not know that his wife is with him, 

Dr. Habirshaw has been an invalid for 
several years, but was able to direct his 
business affairs until very recently, when 
he came to Saratoga at the advice of his 
physicians A week ago he had a re- 
lapse, and the following day, last Tues- 
day, suffered a stroke of apoplexy. He 
rallied slightly and still lives, but no 
hopes for his recovery are entertained. 
Dr, Habirshaw, aside from a large social 
acquaintance, is known in New York 
for his scientific achievements. He has 
been chemist for the New York Produce 
Ixchange and other business and com- 
mercial organizations, and has also di- 
rected important investigations as offi- 
cial chemist for the Government of Peru. 


Mr. Habirshaw, under the constant care 
of a trained nurse, has been living at 341 
Madison Avenue, where he leases a house- 
keeping apartment. Preparations were be- 
ing made there yesterday afternoon for 
his return to the city some time this week 
if he were able to stand the trip. 

Accompanied by his nurse, Mr. Habir- 
shaw went abroad early in the year, hop- 
ing that the trip would benefit his failing 
health. He did not return to America un- 
til June. 

Mr. Habirshaw, it was stated at the 
apartment house last night, has been liv- 
ing in Yonkers. 


FIVE DEAD IN CAR CRASH. 


Thirty Persons Injured in Collision of 
Trolleys Near Sidney, Ohio. 
DAYTON, Ohio, Aug. 10.—Five persons 
are dead, five are probably fatally in- 
jured, and fully twenty-five others sus- 
tained minor injuries to-night when two 
trolley cars crashed together between Sid- 
ney and Piqua, on one of the lines of the 

Western Ohio Traction Company. 

The dead are William Bailey, motorman, 
Piqua, Ohio; William McQuillien, Locking- 
ton, Ohlo; James Kohl, Detroit, Mich.; 
George Robinson, banker, Sidney, and C, 
M. Humelhauser, Detroit, Mich. 

The fatally injured are L, E. Hengen- 
rod, Lockington, Ohlo; Charles McClure, 
Sidney, Ohio; Charles Hale, motorman; 
George Hax, Baltimore, Md., and C. B. 
Hart, West Point, Ind. 

Mistake in orders caused the wreck, it 
is said, which is the worst that has oc- 
curred in this sectton or the State in 
many years. Both cars were running at a 
high rate of speed. While rounding a 
slight curve each motorman caught sight 
of the approaching car. Bailey, who was 
a new motorman, tried to jump from his 
car and was killed. 

The two cars met with terrific force, 
the impact completely telescoping the 
southbound car, in which the majority of 
those killed and injured were passengers. 
Owing to the remoteness of the point at 
which the accident occurred relief was 
slow. 

It is said that several persons may dle 
as a result of their injuries for lack of 
prompt care, 


LINDERMAN GOES TO JAIL. 


Banker Failed to Raise $51,164 He 
Confessed to Embezzliing.

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Aug. 10.—Garrett 
B. Linderman, formerly a wealthy bank- 
er of South Bethlehem, was committed 
to the Lehigh County Jail to-day for 
failure to refund $51,164.68 he owes the 
estate of his late cousin, Robert P. Rath- 
bun. His indebtedness came about 
through embezzling $53,000 in United 
States Government bonds from the es- 
tate fourteen months ago. To this em- 
bezzlement Linderman confessed at the 
hearing before the Auditor, Capt. Frank 
Jacobs. F 

Judge Trexler on Monday last gave Lin- 
derman a week’s grace to raise the 
money. Last Thursday Linderman an- 
nounced that he had raised more than 
half of the required funds, but when the 
case came up to-day he made no offer of 
settlement. It was afterward stated by 
his lawyers that ex-Judge Harvey, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Ashe, widow of Mr. Rathbun, 
was not satisfied with the terms offered. 

Linderman’s attorneys this morning 
made a iast desperate effort in appealing 
to his aunt, Mrs. Mary Cummings of 
Mauch Chunk, the only surviving child 
of Asa Packer, founder of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, to come to his relief. She 
replied that she had already done her 
duty, having sent his children $60,000 so 
they would not suffer if their father got 
into prison. 


ACCUSE HYPNOTIST OF FRAUD. 


Suspicion Aroused in Case of Girl 
Buried Alive.

CEDAR POINT, Ohio, Aug. 10.—Charges 
of fraud are now made in the case of 
Florence Gibson, who was raised on Sun- 
day from the grave in which supposedly 
she had been in continual hypnotic trance 
for nine days. 

Reporters who jumped into the grave 
after the girl was taken out found tle 
coffin did not rest upon the ground. The 
bottom of the box apparently was a 
false one. In a tent three feet to the 
rear, where Bundha Kupparow, Hindu 
mystic, and his manager have been liv- 
ing, other reporters cried out that they 
had found a deep’hole under the board 
floor. “ 

“Tunnel!’’ shouted the crowd, and 
rushed on the tent. but the police, with 
the aid of attachés of ‘near-by towns, 
managed to beat them back. 

While reporters sounded the walls and 
bottom of the grave in the front entrance 
workmen hurriedly shoveled in earth upon 
them. The manager of the exhibition re- 
fused to wait until the grave could be 
examined, 

There was little doubt in the minds of 
any of the tators that the girl had 
been in @ hypnotic state, but many main- 
tained she had been slipped out of her 
resting place each night.

OBTAINS A DIVORCE 


Decree Granted in Sioux City, 
S. D., on Ground of 
Desertion. 


TESTIMONY NOT REVEALED 


Alimony Did Not Enter Into Case—The 
Couple Had Been Separated 
for Some Years.

SIOUX FALLS, 8S. D., Aug. 10.—An ab- 
solute decree of divorce was to-day grant. 
ed to Mrs. Daniel Leroy Dresser, for- 
merly of New York City, by Judge Frank 
B. Smith of Mitchell, sitting in the State 
Circuit Court in this city in place of 
Judge Joseph W. Jones, the regular Pre- 
siding Judge, who is now in Europe. The 
decree was applied for ana granted upon 
the ground of desertion. Mrs. Dresser 


was represented at the hearing by 
United States Senator Kittredge of this 
city, while C. W. Gould of the New York 
bar and E. R. Winans of Sioux Falls rep- 
resented Mr. Dresser. 

The decree was granted immediately 
after the hearing. The hearing was pri- 
vate, as is permitted under the present 
divorce laws of the State, and the nature 
of the testimony tntroduced in behalf of 
the plaintiff has not been revealed. The 
question of alimony did not enter into the 
case, so far as the court records disclose, 
this feature evidently having been ‘ad- 
dusted out of court to the satisfaction of 
all concerned, 

Mrs. Dresser established a residence here 
last February, and has lived so quietly 
that not untii about four months after her 
arrival was her presence in the city known 
to her friends. 

She ts not ready to discuss her future 
plans and intentions. Her only intimate 
friend during her residence here has been 
Mrs, W. Barklie Henry, formerly a promi- 
nent society woman of Philadelphia, and 
the two have been much together. Mrs. 
Dres@er resides in the dwelling house once 
occupied by Mrs. Flora Bigelow Dodge, 
formerly of New York, and later by Mrs. 
William Rhinelander Stewart, also of New 
York, who obtained South Dakota di- 
vorces. 


Mrs. Leroy Dresser brought an action 
for separation and the custody of their 
children a year ago, but the proceedings 
were held in secret and the result was 
never made public. 

Mr. Dresser fatled in 1903, and not only 
lost the greater part of his own fortune, 
but that of his wife, as well. Soon after 
that they gave up their Summer residence 
in Oyster Bay and went to live in an 
apartment on Central Park South. A 
short time later they took up their resi- 
dence with Mrs, Dresser’s mother, in East 
Fiftieth Street. 

‘In the Summer of 1908 there were ru- 
mors of trouble between them, and soon 
after this they separated and Mrs. Dresser 
established a home for herself and chil- 
dren at 166 Madison Avenue and Mr. 
Dresser went to live at the New York 
Yacht Club. ; 

On June 21 of last year application was 
made before Justice Blanchard in the Su- 
preme Court for an order restraining Mrs. 
Dresser from taking the two children out 
of the country. This was the, first inti- 
mation to the public that there had been 
an estrangement or that Mrs. Dresser had 
brought a suit for separation. A few 
days later the Justice refused to issue the 
order on argument by counsel for Mrs. 
Dreaser that her husband had deserted 
her and failed to contribute'to the sup- 
port of her and the children. 

On March 17 last Mr. Dresser was ar- 
rested by a Central Office detective on 
@ warrant charging him with the misap- 
propriation of $4,000 in connection with 
the failure, in 1903, of the Trust Com- 
pany of the Repubiic, of which he was 
President. The charge against Mr. Dres- 
ser was brought by William 8. Andrews, 
Commissioner of Records. When ar- 
raigned on the charge before Magistrate 
Barlow in the Tombs Court Mr. Dresser 
was discharged. 

Mr. Dresser is the son of a former army 
officer, and is connected with several 
well-known families. His sisters are Mrs. 
George W. Vanderbilt, Mrs. John Nicholas 
Brown, the Countess d’Osmay of Paris, 
and the wife of the Rev. Grenville Mer- 
rill of Buffalo. 

For many years Mr. Dresser was Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Association and 
the silk commission house of Dresser & 
Co. The collapse of the Trust Company 
of the Republic so impaired the credit of 
the firm that it was forced to suspend, 
with liabilities of $1,000,000. 

Mrs. Dresser was Miss Emma Louise 
Burnham. There are two children, Susan 
Fish, 18 years old, and Daniel Leroy, Jr., 
14. Only recently it became kndwn that 
Mrs. Dresser was living at Sioux City, 
S. D. In an interview which she gave 
at the time sne sald that she was finan- 
clally embarrassed and was studying 
typewriting and shorthand so that she 
could earn her own living in the near 
future. 


BOILER BURSTS, EIGHT DEAD. 


City of York, Penn., Shaken—Horse 
900 Feet Away Killed.

YORK, Penn... Aug. 10.—A huge boiler 
which operates the Jumbo engine in the 
centre of the York Rolling Mill exploded 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock, wrecking the 
entire plant, killing eight of the workmen, 
and injuring many others so seriously 
that some may die. 

The force of the explosion was felt in 
all parts of the city and many buildings 
were shaken. A Northern Central Rail- 
way wrecking crew, assisted by the city 
patrolmen and workmen from near-by 
pants, rescued the injured and recovered 
the bodies. 

The mill had been closed down for 
about a week and forty men were en- 
gaged in making repairs to an engine, 
The shock sent heavy pieces of twisted 
iron and metal in all directions. A horse 
which was standing 300 yards distant 
from the mill was instantly killed. Box 
cars on the railroad siding adjoining the 
mill weer torn to splinters. The head of 
the boiler, about four feet square, was 
hurled nearly a block.

Boy of 16 and Girl of 14, Who Ran 
Away, Turn Up in Baltimore.

card addressed to Albert Tillinghast, the 
boy who eloped from Long Island with 
Bessie Edwards led to the discovery of 
the youthful pair, who nave been living

nue. They stayed there until this morp- 
ing when, after asking to be directed to 
some place down the bay where they 
could camp out, they departed, but their 
return was expected as they left their 
clothing In their room, 

At a late hour this evening they came 
back and explained that they went off 
on a trip and had come here from New 
York. They said this was not their first 
trip from home. Immediately after ar- 
riving there last Thursday they asked a 
waiter in a lunch room tn North Avenue 
where they could obtain board. He di- 
rected them to Mrs. Francis Wink, to 
whom they represented themselves as 
bride and groom. 

They engaged a room, paying one week's 
rent in advance. Mrs. Wink thought they 
came from the country. Several days 
ago she found a postal on the bureau 
while cleaning the room addressed to 
Albert Tillinghast, Eastport, L. I. When 
she read the story this morning of the 
elopement she remembered the name on 
the card. 

Satisfied that they were the elopers the 
girl's mother had been seeking, Mrs. 
Wink communicated with the police. 
Late to-night they returned, saying they 
bad not succeeded in finding any one to 
marry them, as their parents feared they 
might.

to return to the Ocean Side Hotel, where 
she is stopping, for dinner, when a man 
stepped from the concealment of some 
shrubbery beside the ledge on which Mrs. 
Cornell stood, and presenting a pistol] at 
her head. fired without saying a wor. 

The bullet struck Mrs. Cornell in the 
neck, and she had scarcely fallen to the 
ground before her assailant was upon her 
and busy stripping her of her jewelry. 
He took a gold watch, her purse, in 
which was $15, and a valuable ring.

He said that Mrs. Cornell's in- 
jury was a dangerous one, but not neces- 
sarily fatal, and the nerve and courage 
which she displayed, both itmmediately 
after the shooting and tn the ordeal of 
probing, made him hopeful of her recov- 
ery. 

Mrs. Cornell was able to give a fairly 
good description of her assailant, and she 
said that she would be able to recognize 
him if she saw him again. He was a 
young man, she said, about 21 years old, 
with a thin face and dressed in dark 
clo**-s, 

This description was conveyed to City 
Marshal Marchant of Gloucester, and he 
sent Inspector Michael J, Sullivan and a 
squad of policemen to the scene of the 
attack in an automobile. They found no 
one fitting Mrs. Cornell's description of 
her assailant.

The youth did not get 
work, but staid around the neighborhood 
for several days.

SARATOGA SHERIFF 


Must Answer Charges for Permite 
ting Bookmaking on 
Race Track.

DEMAND FOR HIS REMOVAL 


Anti-Gambling Committee Complains 
Because He Has Made 
No Arrests. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Copies of 
charges of alleged negtect of duty for 
failure to suppress alleged gambling at 
Saratoga Springs, with a request for his 
removal from office were served upon 
Sheriff John Bradley, Jr., of Saratoga 
County to-night by Ben Smith, confiden- 
tial stenographer to Gov. Hughes. The 
charges were filed with Gov. Hughes by 
Dr. Walter Laidlaw, as Chairman of the 
Anti-Racetrack Gambling Campaign Com- 
mittee, with offices at 119 East Nine- 
teenth Street, New York. 

Sheriff Bradley is summoned to appear 
in his own defense in the executive cham. 
ber at Albany on Ang. 17, at 3 P. M. The 
Governor has directed Sheriff Bradley to 
file his answer te the charges by that 
time. 

The charges consist of eight specifica- 
tions, and are dated New York City, Aug. 
8. The Anti-Race Track Gambling Cam- 
paign Committee, which was deeply 
interested in the passage of the so-called 
Agnew-Hart Anti-Race Track Gambling 
bills, alleges among other things that 
although Sheriff Bradley’s attention was 
specifically called to violations of the 
anti-race track gambling laws, gambling 
was still permitted. It is also alleged that 
bookmakers were permitted to carry on 
their business. The charges follow: 


The Charges. 


On behalf of the citizens the Anti-Race 
Track Gambling Campaign Committee, here- 
by present to you charges of wiliful neglect 
of duty against Sheriff Bradiey, Jr., of Sara- 
toga County. 

I charge against Sheriff Bradley: 

First—That he has permitted Chapter 9 
of the Penal Code, and particularly Section 
851 of the Penal Code, to be violated on the 
race ttack maintained by the Saratoga As- 
sociation for Improving the Breed of rses, 
although his attention has been specifically 
drawn thereto, and alihough requests have 
been made that he be diligent in the en- 
forcement thereor. 

Second—That he has permitted his depu- 
ties to allow and connive at violations of 
the said laws. 

Third—That he hag permitted bookmakers 
to carry on their business at Saratoga dur- 
ing the racing season, 

Fourth—That he has permitted bookmakers 
to employ agents for the solicitation of 
business, and permitted them openly to car- 


Try on solicitation. 
Fifth—That he has allowed bookriakers 


to record wagers on races on or about to 


be run. 

Sixth—That he has allowed bookmakers to 
recéive money wagered on races about to 
be run. 

Seventh—That he has allowed bookmak- 
ing to go on in the hotels of Saratoga 
as well as on the race track. 

Eighth—That his failure to make a single 
arrest during the nine days of racing al- 
feady held, while the grandstand and field 
have been filled with bookmakers prose- 
cuting their business, has been subversive 
of the purpose of the Penal Code. 

I therefore ask for the removal from office 
of the Hon. John Bradiey, Jr., Sheriff of 
Saratoga County. 


Says He Enforced the Law. 

Sheriff Bradley, at midnight, was found 
at his home in Stillwater, near Ballston, 
He denied that there had been any viola- 
tion of the law to his knowledge, and de- 
clared that he had enforced the law to 
the best of his ability, as advised by his 
counsel, ex-Senator Brackett. The Sheriff 
said he had not communicated with hig 
counsel after being cited to appear bee 
fore the Governor, but would be in Sarae 
toga to-morrow to consult Mr. Brackett, 

He declared that he had performed his 
duty, and sald he was prepared to resist 
any effort to remove him from his of+ 
fice. 

Ex-Senator Brackett could not be found 
at his home here to-night. A few days 
ago, however, in answer to reports that 
action would be taken against Sheriff 
Bradley, he declared that the Sheriff, 
acting under his advice as counsel, was 
complying with every requirement of the 
law, and doing his full duty under the 
rulings of the court on the anti-betting 
law, and that he was prepared to defend 
Sheriff Bradley’s course to the court of 
last resort.

If the bankrupt- 
cy proceedings are declared illegal on the 
ground that her husband is a lunatic, she 
is said to be anxious lest the family then 
start an action for the annulment of her 
marriage. If a United States Judge or- 
ders Thaw removed from the State of 
New York, thus taking him outside the 
jurisdiction of the courts before which he 
has been declared insane, Mrs. Thaw, her 
friends declare, feels she will lose the 
slight hold which she now has upon him 
by reason of hié detention’in this State. 
It is reported on good authority that,

Mrs. Harry Thaw Out of Town.

AUCKLAND, Tuesday, Aug. 11.—New 
Zealand again to-day, with a lavish hand, 
showered its hospitality upon the officers 
and men of the United States Atlantic Bat- 
tleship Fleet. The chief event of the day was 
the reception of Rear Admiral Sperry and 
his officers, given this afternoon in Driil 
Hall by the Mayor and Mayoress of Auck- 
land. To meet the naval officers had 
gathered all the officlats, clvil and mili- 
tary, and hundreds of citizens. Numer- 
ous women, gowned in the latest Winter 
fashions, also attended the function, 
which was a brilliant one in every re- 
spect. 

The Admiral was highly complimented 
by every one on his successful cruise from 
San Francisco. After the reception Ad- 
miral Sperry entertained the members of 
the Legislature at luncheon on board the 
Connecticut. The speeches on both sides 
were expressive of the warm friendship 
that exists between New Zealand and the 
United States. 

Shore leave was granted to 1,000 blue- 
jackets this morning. They were taken 
in hand by various committees whose 
duty and pleasure it was to see that 
they had a good time. And they had it. 
Theatre parties and other entertainments 
had been arranged, and decorated electric 
cars conveyed the men of the fleet to the 
numerous resorts in the suburbs. The 
New Zealanders and the enlisted men 
fraternized freely. Throughout the 
morning everywhere could be seen sailors 
who had declined the invitations of the 
committees, and with pretty girls on their 
arms were promenading up and down 
the main thoroughfare, laughing and 
chatting gaily and answering with witty 
replies the sallies of the bystanders.

EVEREET JUDSON A SUICIDE. 


Had Gone Through Two Fortunes In 
Ten Years—Wife Finds Him Dead. 


After having gone through two fortunes 
in ten years, rather than face the neces- 
sity of working for the first time in his 
life, HEvert Judson, a member of the 
well-known Judson family, committed 
suicide in his flat in the house of Charles 
Metcalfe, 127 West Eighty-second Street, 
last night. 


The body was discovered by Judson’s 
wife on returning from Orange, N. J., 


where she had been in the vain hope of 
learning from her husband's relatives that 
some remnant of their fortune remained. 

Mrs. Judson said afterward that her 
husband had always declared that death 
would be the end of his troubles, and 
she had a premonition after her fruitless 
errand that he had killed himself. For 
this reason she called at Mr. Metcalfe’s 
apartment on the ground floor and asked 
him to go up with her to her flat on 
the third floor. 

Judson was found dressed, reclining on 
the bed with the end of a gas tube between 
his teeth. The other end was atttached 
to an open burner. Drs. J. P. Spann of 125 
East Eighty-second Street, and Guy B. 
Stearns of 119 West Eighty-second Street 
were called. They worked over the man 
for an hour trying to induce respiration, 
even using oxygen, but without result. 

Judson was 42 years old and the only 
son of wealthy parents. He was educated 
in this country, finally abroad. Afterward 
his life had been one of leisure. Some ten 

ears ago his father died leaving a for- 
une, which was divided between the 
widow, the son, and his two sisters, one 
of whom is married to a broker living in 
Orange, N. J 

Judson had never worked and his share 
of the fortune was soon exhausted. This 
was three years ago. Then his mother 
died, and he fell heir to about $25,000 
more, which did not last long. 

It was said at Highty-second Street last 
evening that Judson had lived there on 
and off for the last three years. He had 
recently been staying in a small town in 
New ~ ge He had no vices, it was 
said, but believed in good living. He 
spent a great deal of money in traveling. 

He was married three times. His first 
wife, who obtained a atvorce, Is said to 
be now the wife of a well-known New 
Yorker. His second wife died two years 
ago, and on Jan. 24 last he was married to 

s third wife, a young Scotch girl. 

His money, so those who knew Judson 
said, kad been gradually dwindling for 
gomé time, as he spent principal and in- 
terest as fast as he could gét It. Not long 
ago his income dwindled to $40 a week. 
From that it got down to less than $25. 

Mrs, Metcalfe said last night that the 
wife heard in Orange yesterday that the 
last remittance had been sent to Judson. 
Knowing that her husband had decided to 
end his troubles rather than face the ne- 
cessity of«work, she hurried home, but ar- 
rived too late. Judson had been dead some 
time when his wife and Metcalfe broke in 
the door and found him.

Failure Was Due to His 
Management. 


CREDITORS IN CONFERENCE 


Will Name Advisory Committee to 
Work with the Receivers—$1,500,000 
of Company’s Paper Held Here.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 10.—The resigna- 
tion of Henry L. Little, President and 
general manager of the Pillsbury-Wash- 
burn Flour Mills Company, was an- 
nounced to-day, following the failure of 
the company on Saturday. The charges 
that Mr. Little had placed the mills in 
the hands of receivers because of unwise 
speculation in wheat forced his resigna 
tion. 

The receivers of the company held a 
meeting to-night and filed their $500,000 
security bond. One of the first acts of 
the company will be to reopen the Pills- 
bury “A” mill, which has been closed 
since Saturday for the first time in six| 
years. 

A conference of bankers and represen- 
tatives of big creditors was held to-day 
and a private Advisory Committee se- 
lected to work with the receivers. There 
is no alarm felt among creditors, and 
it is the general belief that all of the 
company's obligations will be met fn full, 

Charles Hathaway, a New York broker, 
{fs here in conference with associates, 
He expresses ihe belief that all New York 
creditors are safe. 

The Pillsbury-Washburn Company was 
a buyer of wheat in moderate quanti- 
ties in the Minneapolis market to-day. 
This had a very reassuring effect on the 
cash grain trade. 

The receivers were in conference 
throughout the day preparing the in- 
ventory of the concern's liabilities and 
assets and arranging matters for a more 
definite statement to the creditors as to 
the tirm’s condition. 


+ LONDON, Aug. 10.—The British Direct- 
ors of the Pillsbury-Washburn Flour Mills 
Company had a conference to-day, at 
which the financial situation of the mills 
was discussed. The Directors decided not 
to make public any announcement of their 
plans for the present, but it is understood 
that they approve Mr. Pillsbury’s action 
pending a settlement of the difficulties, 
which it is expected will very soon be 
overcome,

THE DECEASED WIFE’S SISTER 
AGAIN. 

Ever since the Deceased Wife's Sis- 
ter act, which permits a widower to 
marry his sister-in-law, went into force 
last August, it has been evident that 
sooner or later a case would arise that 
would bring the new law in conflict 
with the ecclesiastical law which for- 
bids such a marriage. As the Church 
of England is the Church of Eng- 
land as by law establishéd, there 
could be no doubt of the ultimate result 
of such a case, and, for this reason, 
clergymen have based their questions 
upon the law of the land when about to 


| unite a couple in matrimony so that the 


knowledge that they were marrying a 
man to his dead wife’s sister might not 
come to them, thus causing them to re. 
fuse this rite of the Church. 

In spite of every care, however; a 
test case has at length arisen. ALAN 
NEVILLE BANISTER and his wife, whose 
marriage was legalized by the act of 
last August, on being refused Holy 
Communion by the Rev. HENRY 
TxHompson, Vicar of Eton, Norwich, on 
the ground that by reason of the affin- 
ity of the parties, they were “open and 
notortous evil Ivers, so that the con- 
gregations are thereby offended” with- 
in the meaning of the Rubric in the 
Prayer Book, brought suit against the 
Vicar on the ground that he had, by 
refusing them Holy Communion, com- 
mitted a breach of ecclesiastical law. 
The case was tried before the Dean ot 
Arches at Church House, Westminster, 

The réspondent, in defense, declared 
th: although the Deceased Wife's Sis- 
ter act created a difference between the 
law of the State and the law of the 
Church, the latter still prevailed for 
those who acknowledged her authority. 
If they did not in all things acknowl- 
edge this authority, then they were out- 
side the Church. No clergyman could 
be bound, the defense continued, to 
give Communion to a person who was a 
member of the Church and who had 
done a thing for which the clergyman 
himself, if he did it, would be Hable to 
excommunication as a moral offense, 
There could not in such matters be 
one law for the layman and another for 
the clergyman. % 

The promoters of the ~ult contended 
that, aside from spiritual matters, the 
Church derived its authority from the 
law of the State. It) was most bizarre 
and curious that anybody should say 
that a congregation was “ offended” by 
people availing themselves of the law 
of the land. As to the ecclesiastical 
law forbidding marriages on account 
of affinity, the fathers of the Church, 
including Bt. Gregory and St. Au- 
gustine, were cited to show that such 
a law was regulated by human and 
not by divine authority. Finally, other 
denominations might or might not ac- 
cept the law of the State which, for 
them, was a mere privilege to be availed 
of, but with the Church it was differ- 
ent, for it was an Established Church, 
and consequently bound to be domi- 
nated by the law of the State. 

The Dean took a month in which to 
consider his judgment and then ren- 
dered it as follows: Pe found that the 
promoters of the suit, save for their 
seeking the privilege of the Deceased 
Wife's Sister act, were in every way 
eligible to receive the benefits and com- 
forts of the Church. They could not 
in any case be described as “open and 
The defendant 
had failed to justify his exclusion of 
the promoters from Holy Communion, 
and he must be admonished for having 
so excluded them. He must also refrain 
from similar acts in the future. 

This case is important, as it shows 
that the authorities of the Established 
Church or England are willing to allow 
ecclesiastical law to be defined in ac- 
{cordance with the law of the State, of 
which it automatically becomes a part. 
Where no such definition is possible,

be made to prevail and matters will be 
allowed to drift—just as the Coronation 
Oath which denoynces and insults the 
Roman Catholic Church has been al- 
lowed to drift.

IN RATE COMPLAINT 


| Attempt to Modify Statute Fore- 
| cast in Texas Commission's 
Charges Against Railroads. 


'POOLS MAY BE LEGALIZED 


Chairman Knapp Believes Provisions 
Empowering Making of Rates 
Should Be Changed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A determined 

fight in the next session of Congress for 
modification of the Sherman anti-trust 
|law is forecast in the charges filed to- 
| day with the Inter-State Commerce Com- 

mission by the Railroad Commission of 

Texas. The complaint is that the rail- 
| roads in the Southwestern territory con- 
| spired in putting into effect to-day a new 
fonesapensg of rates which, it avers, will 

cost the shippers and consumers of Texas 
$2,600,000 more annually. The Govern- 
ment is asked to proceed against the rail- 
roads for agreeing to the new schedules, 
on the ground that they have entered into 
a conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

The attack on the Sherman law wil 
probably come from within the Adminis- 
tration. It may be that for political rea- 
sons the task of showing up the hardshipe 
and illogical provisions of the statute 
will be turned over to the railroads, but 
im that event the roads will be assured of 
strong sympathy in Washington. 

Members of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission have long recognized that the 
Sherman law, as it is now framed, ts to- 
tally unsuited in its application to the 
railroads, at least so far as the rate-mak- 
ing powers are concerned. The sweep of 


jinter-State commerce is so broad now | 


{that the transportation companies are 


| compelled to confer with each other before 


j initiating a rate. Not to do so would pre- 
| cipitate a chaotic state of affairs, for if 
|the Sherman law were obeyed to the let- 
ter, each road would be compelled to fix 
a rate only on its own lines and a shipper 
would be compelled to study a half dozen 
|or so such individual rates in order to de- 
termine the cost of his shipment. 

“Such a condition is manifectly impos- 
sible," said a member of the commission 
to-day. ‘‘There must be some under- 
standing as to rates or the public will suf- 
fer. Not only should connecting lines be 


| permitted to confer and agree as to sched- 


ules, but competing lines also should be 
given the privilege. This is not in the in- 
terest of the railroads, but in the interest 
of the shippers and the consumers.” 


Knapp Believes in Modification. 


Martin A. Knapp, Chairman of the 
commission, likewise believes that the 
Sherman law should be modified in its ap- 
piication to the railroads. He has ex- 
pressed his opinion strongly on this ques- 
tion before. 

“The Sherman law should not deal with 
the railroad rate question, in my opinion,” 
said Mr. Knapp. ‘“‘ The statute should not 
be stretched to include political rights, 
but should be confined to contractural 
cases. If I engage transportation on a 
railroad or ship my goods thereon I am 
exercising my political right, but In buy- 
ing groceries or clothing I enter Into con- 
iract relations with the dealers in those 
articles. The law should differentiate 
sharply between the two.” 

As the matter stands, lttle trouble is 
expected in obtaining the modifications 
sought in the law. There will be strong 
objection from the anti-railroad mem- 
bers of Congress, but when the row is 
j over it is believed that traffic agreements 
| and pools will, in a certain sense, recelve 
'a legal status.

The reason why it is possible for the few to take from the many their 
savings and use them for a harness that they may drive the people to earn 
more, just as the slaver drives his human property, is because there has 
come into existence during the past 50 years a power greater than that of 
the people, the power of manipulated dollars. 

This power to-day is in the hands of the few men—the System—who 
wield it remorselessly against the people.

Rest of List—Sharp Advances 
in Traction Stocks. 


After displaying some hesitancy at the 
opening the stock market yesterday re- 
sumed its advance, and before the day 
was over new high prices for the year 
had been established in a number of Is- 
sues. While irregularity was not lacking 
in the day’s movements, the market was 
still sufficiently in the grip of the up- 
ward tendency in prices to cause the 
great majority of issues to close prac- 
tically at the highest of the day, with 
net gains running to as much as three 
or four points in some of the active is- 
gues and amounting in exceptional cases 
to more than ten points. It was note- 
worthy in yesterday's trading that from 
the opening of the market three of the 
stocks which had played such conspicu- 
ous part in the highly manipulative op- 
erations of last Friday, American Smelt- 
ing, Amalgamated Copper, and National 
Lead, all lagged behind the rest of the 
market, and at the close of the day 
showed net declines of merely nominal 
gains. Amalgamated on its final quota- 
tion showed an advance of one-eighth of 
a point, National Lead, both common and 
preferred, was unchanged, and Amorl- 
can Smelting recorded a net decline of 
%. But if these issues, which were among 
those receiving the largest part of the 
attention from traders last week, were 
held in check by the day’s profit taking 
sales, there were other issues which were 
carried forward vigorously to higher lev- 
els than any which had been reached 
during the great activity of last week. 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Reading, 
Southern Pacific, Union Pacific, and 
United States Steel were among the is- 
sues which established new records, and 
in all of these the trading was on a large 
scale with the most active dealings in 
Reading and Union Pacific, in both of 
which the day’s transactions considera- 
bly exceeded 100,000 shares. Manipu- 
lative tactics seemed actively employed in 
furthering the upward movement in all of 
these issues and the explanations offered 
for some of the individual advances sa- 
vored strongly of being explanations 
made for the occasion. Thus the pros- 
pect of the early operation of the St. 
Paul’s extension into Butte was assigned 
as a reason for the day's three-point ad- 
vance in that stock, although the com- 
pletion of the extension to this point had 
long been anticipated and contained no 
suggestion of novelty. Neither was the 
intimation advanced in some quarters 
that the St. Paul was to get all of the 
traffic contributed by the Amalgamated 
properties at Butte viewed as anything 
more than an effort to help along the 
upward manipulation to which the mar 
ket has been subjected for some days, 
But whatever may be eaid of the trading 
in all the leading active railroad issues, 
advances such as 10% points in Metro- 
politan Street Railway, 4% in Third Ave- 
nue, and smaller gains in Interborough- 
Metropolitan stocks left the impression 
that the mediums of the speculation to 
which the market is now given over were 
being chosen with little discrimination. 

The day’s further large gains were re- 
corded, it is true, with the continuance 
of generally favorable conditions as a 
background, but in these, in which prog- 
ress is being made slowly, can hardly be 
found satisfactory explanation of the 
continuance of advances as violent as 
those which the market has seen during 
recent days. Reports from iron produo- 
ing centres which reached the financial 
district during the day indicated a broad- 
ening of the improvement which had al- 
ready been noted in that important in- 
dustry, while the day’s crop reports were 
of a tenor which found reflection in a 
decline of a cent or more in wheat at 
both New York and Chicago, while corn 
closed with fractional declines in the 
further options and fractional advances 
in the nearer options. Money continued 
in abundant supply here with increasing 
ease reported in the rates for longer 
time loans, while abroad the Imperial 
Bank of Germany in its weekly state- 
ment reported an increase of 18,000,000 
marks in cash, while circulation ang loans 
and discounts all showed substantial 
reductions compared with the previous 
week.

Interest of the Public. 


Brokers report that the inevitable has 
happened, or is happening, in that they 
are getting queries from all their cus- 
tomers who have at any time traded with 
them, urgently asking whether prices are 
not going higher and whether it is not 
time to buy. Many houses report these 
conditions, which would indicate the de- 
velopment of public interest and which 
might, if it were broad enough, take the 
market out of professional hands and 
carry stocks rurther. Of course, there 
would not be any serious objection on 
the part of the professionals to any such 
happening, and it is also extremely doubt- 
ful whether those who have been instru- 
mental in propelling prices to the present 
leve] would interpose any obstacle to the 
realization of the public's desire to obtain 
stocks. The ultimate aim and object of 
every professional bull’ market, it is said, 
is not to adjust to a nicety prices and 
values, but rather to hand over at as high 
@ price as possible the stocks which have 
been accumulated at as low an’ average as 
possible. ee 

Conditions That Influence. 

It is conceded that easy money and the 
prospect of normal crops are two factors 
of importance in the market at present. It 
is not conceded that the political situation 
is a vital factor one way or the other, foi 
it is argued that while there is uncer- 
tainty, the result one way or the other 
would not interfere materially with the 
return to prosperity provided all the other 
fundamental factors were all right. It 
is contended that on the adverse side there 
must be reckoned poor business, irrespect- 
ive of evidence of improvement, inasmuch 
as the improvement has not yet reached 
a point where it makes up the difference 
between the normal! of prosperous times 
and the actual of to-day. Railroad earn- 
ings are not good and are not regarded 
as at all favorable. But the stock mar- 
ket goes right along, and those who ana- 
lyze it carefully have apparently come to 
the conclusion that some manipulation 
and some appreciation of the recuperative 
powers of the country must have been 
combined with the easier money situation 
to make possible present prices for stocks, 

o 
Activity in Tractions. 

Although the entire market presented 
much of interest yesterday, there was 
enough in the Traction stocks to warrant 
a concentration of interest on these se- 
curities. There have been plenty of tips 
for some time on the Tractions, and there 
has been considerable buying in expecta- 
tion of a substantial advance. This ex- 
pectation has been realized, and the mark- 
ing up of the Tractions excited curiosity 
as to the possibilities of that group of 
stocks. It was perfectly natural that ex- 
travagant prices should be predicted, and 
it was also natural that explanations 
should be more or less general in char- 
acter and reduceable in the last analysis 
to the fact that the cutting off of trans- 
fers should increase earnings and that the 
stocks having sold so low should benefit 
by the present general tendency through- 
out the list to advance. There is a trader 
in one office who had a happy experience 
in Interborough common. When the stock 
was selling above 50 he held more than 
7,000 shares, which he had bought some- 
what lower, and he was contemplating a 
trip to Europe. His wife refused to go un- 
less he sold the stock. He did so to please 
her, but grumblingly, nevertheless. He 
bought it back below 10.

Renewing Time Leases. 

Time money brokers are not reporting 
any particular excitement in their busi- 
ness nor are they hilarious with regard 
to the outlook. It must be remembered, 
however, that the average time money 
broker who has satisfied clients has the 
advantage of renewals. There are many 
houses which keep a certain proportion of 
their borrowed funds in time loans, and, 
_generally, as these loans mature they re- 
new them. Naturally, where their total 
borrowing is lesscned, their renewals are 
smaller. 
for the broker to whom it comes, but the 
newcomer in the field has no such reed 
to fall back upon. There are so many 
brokers in time money that it behooves 
the successful ones to keep active all the 
time and to see to it that the funds’they 
furnish are at rates as low as it is pos- 
sible to obtain. When call money is 
around 1 per cent. the situation among 
the loan brokers is not one that presup- 
poses extensive commissions monthly.

Conservative traders openly express 
their dislike of the persistent advertising 


of tips on this stock or that stock or the | 


giving of gratuitous advice by alleged 
philanthropists. They say that it is all 
well enough for the public to come into 
the market because of the obvious profits 
that are possible through a continuance 
of the upward movement. On the other 
hand, there is a possibility that conserva- 
tive brokers and the Exchange itself may 
be mistaken to be identified with this 
Ballyhoo business, which inevitably 
cheapens the institution and the broker- 
age business. There is an epidemic just 
now of tipping of all kinds, from the ver- 
bal effort which is passed through the 
district by individuals to the extended 
peroration of experts in that line. No 
one can figure accuratety how much 
money is expended by would-be specu- 
lators on alleged information and advice 
which in times when the market is con- 
sistently moving one way or the other 
looks prophetic. The oracles are, of 
course, merely guessers, who know that 
one tip which goes right will absolve 
them from a dozen which may go wrong.

TO ASK FOR CHANGE 
INTHE ALDRICH LAW 


Bankers to Appeal to Congress 
to Remedy Flaw in the 
Association Plan. 


NO NEW CURRENCY NOW 


The Clause Objected to Forces Mem- 
bers to Retain Membership, and 
Some Big Banks Don’t Like It. 


Congress is to be appealed to, it was 
learned in the financial district yester- 
day, to supply a remedy for the diffi- 
culties which Have been encountered in 
bringing th Nattonal banks of this city 
together for the purpose of forming a Na- 
| tional Currency Association under the 
Aldrich-Vreeland Currency law. Under 
the leadership of the National City Bank, 
the First National, and other large Na- 
tional banks in this city, preliminary 
steps for the organization of the New 
York City National Currency Associa- 
| tion were taken at a meeting held at the 
Clearing House on June 9. At this meet- 
ing two committees, one on organization 
and one on nominations, were named to 
; carry out the plan of the banks to organ- 
|ize themselves into an association to be 
| prepared in case of need to issue emerg- 
leney currency, It was necessary to sub- 
| mit the form of the by-laws of the new 
; Organization to the Secretary of the 
| Treasury, and up to recently Secretary 
Cortelyou had the proposed by-laws 01 
the association under advisement. Ex- 
changes of views *etween the Treasury 
Department and the Organization Com- 
| mittee of the proposed association with- 
lin the last few days brought out the 
fact that the opposition of some of the 
larger banks to join the association unless 
certain objections which they had to the 
| forms of the by-laws were overcome were 
‘practically insurmountable and that the 
only way possible to bring these banks 
into the association was through an 
amendment of the law by Congress. 

Among the objections which were found 
by some of the larger institutions to join 
in the organization under the law as it 
stands now were that a National bank 
once a member of such an association 


could not withdraw even though it might 
retire al] its emergency circulation, nor 
could the members of the association de- 
cide for themselves what additional 
banks might be admitted to membership. 
Thus it was pointed out that the New 
York City Association, formed of the 
banks in the Borough of Manhattan, 
; might upon an order from the Secretary 
; of the Treasur- be obliged to admit to 
membership many smrg banks in outlying 
| districts which might "ume to ontnumber 
the New York City banks, and thus, while 
; controlling a very small percentage of 
the banking facilities in this district, 
these small banks might outvote in the 
Currency Association the larger National 
banks of this city. 

{t is understood that when Congress 
reconvenes Secretary Cortelyou himself 
will recommend to Congress. certain 
| changes in the law with a view to over- 
coming the practical objections which 
have been raised to the application of 
some of the provisions of the law as it 
stands at present. Untjl this is done it 
is expected that no further steps what- 
ever will be taken looking to the formal 
organization of the Currency Association 
in this city. The matter will simply be 
allowed to rest until Congress has met 
and devised ways of meeting the practi- 
cal objections ‘which -have been raised 
against the law ‘in its present shape. 
| The fact that this development will pre- 
vent the issuance this Fall during the crop 
moving perior of* emergency circulation 
; by the banks of this city is not viewed 
with any disquiet in banking circles for 
the reason that the present position of the

NICKELS ARE COUNTED NOW} 
| 
Public Service Board May Order the 
Metropolitan to Restore Transfers 
to Fifty-ninth Street Line. 


Department store managers throughout 
the city are watching the transfer situa- 
tion with the keenest interest. The stores | 
in Fifty-ninth Strect are of course chief-' 
ly affected, but none of the storekeepers 
knows which will be the next line cut 
out of the Metropolitan system, and as 
they all draw their trade from every part; 
of the city, they are all more or less af-| 
fected by what has already happened. 

Great interest is being taken in the 
suggestion made by John D. Crimmins in 
a letter published in THe Times last Sat- 
urday that Mayor McClellan should take 
the matter up and try to reach an under- 
standing with the traction management. 

** People have been getting transfers for 
50 long a time,”’ said J. B. Greenhut of | 
Greenhut & Co., yesterday, “that they | 
have got almost a vested right in them. 
When you refuse them it’s very much 
the same thing as if you built a high 
wall around Central Park and ajlowed no 
one to go in, 

“They have pla 
ing on the assumption that transfers 
would go on forever. They have taken 
houses where they can reach their busi- 
ness on a five-cent fare, and have not 
considered whether they have been using 
transfers or not. In these days when 
nearly all of us are beginning to consider 
where our nickels go, it’s a very serious 
matter for those who are only earning} 
small salaries,
